WEATHER (OR THE WEEK ENDING MAY MU, 1954 


The week was unseasonably cold in the eastern two-thirds of the 
Countr:, Temperatures for the week averaged 9° to 12° below 
normal in the Central and North-Central Interior and 6° to 9° in 
most other sections east of the Rockies, Many stations in the 
Mississippi Valley reported the coldest May weather on record, 
Frost and sub-freezing temperatures were widespread in northern 
areas and extended southward into the central valleys to the northern 
portions of the Southern States, Minor frost damaye was reported 
from scattered localities. A low pressure system that remained 
centered over the Great Lakes resulted in frequent rain or snow in 
the northeastern quarter of the Country. Totals exceeded an inch 

in the Ohio Valley and Northeast, Moderate to heavy rains fell in 
northern Texas and over much of Oklahoma at the end of the period, but 
precipitation was mostly light in the remainder of the Great Plains. 
Moisture is generally sufficient in the Dakotas for current crop needs, 
but dry conditions continued in southwestern Nebraska and sections 
in the western portion of the lower Great Plains, Light snowfall 

was frequent in extreme. north-central areas, and unusually heavy 
amounts were reported in the upper Mississippi Valley and upper 
Great Lakes region where a heavy snowcover ranged up to 1d inches 
deep in the Ely Woods section of northern Minnesota and up to 3 
inches on the Keweenaw Peninsula in Michizan, 


Following a period of unusually cold weather in the far West from 
April 29 to May 3, temperature rose rapidly to apove normal levels 
and averaged 3~ to 5° above normal for the week-in most sections. 
Precipitation in the far West was light and scattered, (Summary 
Supplied oy U.S, Weather Bureau).

Hepialus larvae in horseradish from Germany, Recently during the 
inspection of a 50 bag lot of German-grown horseradish, prior to 
treatment, Inspectors Havel and Stegmaier found 2 living larvae of 
Hepialus sp, feeding on the roots. Two species of this genus, H, 
lupulinus and H, humuli are reported injurious to the roots of plants 
in parts of Europe. (Ramsay), Other insects intercepted in 
horseradish from Germany recently include the following: larvae 

of a wireworm, Agriotes so. may be lineatus (F.).by Roth and Havel; 
pupae of a root magcot, Hylemya sp. by Roth; and additional records 
ot the weevil, Baris lepidii Germ. reported earlier in the year 
(C.BE.I,R. 4, (5): 85) at Hoboken (Roth & Havel) and at Baltimore.
